Parks states that he received Infomatlcsi that JCHMHY 
O'DBaX , an eaployee of Hilt Lone Star Mill & Lumber Coop any, 
600 N. midirood Hoad, Irving, Texas, phone Bl 3 i)121, made a 
statement to his fellow employees spproiimately four weeks prior 
to President Kenedy' s visit to Dallas that someone should put 
a ballet between Kennedy's eyes. 

i^rozimately one week prior to Kennedy' s arrival, 0' Dell 
made the remark that his shoulder was sore, that he and some guys 
had been practicing wiih a rifle; indicating tiiey had been 
practicing to shoot President Kennedy. 

I^on receiving news that Kennedy had been assassinated, 
O'Dell said to his fellow eiqployees that "you know that I didn't 
do anyiMng", "I eouldn' t do aiqrthing like that, I was just 
kidding".
